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INTRODUCTION 

To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  District  Councils. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  Hovlake,  Neston  and  Wirral  Urban  Districts  for 
the  year  1964. 

The  vital  statistics  of  each  district  appear  separately  and  can  be 
compared  with  the  Country  as  a whole. 

The  three  Urban  Districts  are  essentially  residential  in  character 
and  there  appears  to  be  a never  ending  demand  for  dwellings  built  by 
private  enterprise,  many  of  which  are  sold  before  the  work  of  construc- 
tion commences. 

Housing  continues  to  present  many  problems  not  least  amongst 
the  elderly  who  are  having  more  and  more  attention  devoted  to  their 
welfare.  Purpose  built  units  of  accommodation  have  been  completed 
during  the  year. 

Provision  of  more  suitable  accommodation  for  the  elderly  whether 
by  local  authority  or  voluntary  effort  results  in  many  cases  in  under- 
occupied houses  being  made  available  for  families  who  are  otherwise 
inadequately  housed  in  addition  to  the  social  benefit  to  the  aged. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  came  into  operation 
during  the  year.  The  main  work  to  date  has  been  to  register  premises 
and  is  the  basis  on  which  the  requirements  of  the  Act  will  be  applied 
to  the  benefit  of  the  staffs  concerned. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  action  has  yet  resulted  from  the 
Working  Party  established  in  1962  to  find  suitable  sites  for  the  con- 
trolled tipping  of  refuse. 

Notification  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  period  under  review 
show  a slight  increase. 

There  were  21  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  and  1 death 
from  the  disease. 
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The  low  notification  figures  for  Infectious  Disease,  whilst  en- 
couraging to  see,  should  give  no  ground  for  complacency  or  relaxation 
of  effort  in  the  preventive  health  service.  The  high  levels  of  immunity 
for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  are  largely  due  to  sustained  efforts 
at  preventive  innoculation. 

Increasing  numbers  of  people  are  travelling  abroad  to  endemic 
areas  of  typhoid  and  smallpox.  A number  of  these  are  inadequately 
innoculated,  with  the  result  that  close  surveillance  is  necessary  on 
their  return  home  by  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff  should 
they  be  suspected  of  incubating  a highly  infectious  disease. 

Water  reports  for  the  year  have  been  up  to  the  required  standards, 
although  complaints  with  regard  to  taste  and  smell  have  been  received. 

Further  progress  with  sewage  treatment  has  been  made  in  Neston 
and  Wirral.  Investigations  are  being  made  into  the  provision  of  a long 
sea  outfall  off  the  Dove  Point  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  provide  an 
early  answer  to  Hoylake  sewerage  problems. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
staff  of  the  respective  Health  Departments  for  their  valuable  help  and 
assistance  throughout  the  year.

A 
few  small  industries  including  brickmaking,  laundries,  sheet  metal 
works,  pre-cast  concrete  and  an  artificial  tooth  factory  have  been 
established.  Little  inshore  fishing  is  carried  out  now.

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Hospitals 

The  hospitals  of  the  district,  both  voluntary  and  public,  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Hoylake  is  in 
the  area  of  the  North  Wirral  Hospital  Management  Committee  which 
administers  the  Hoylake  and  West  Kirby  Queen  Victoria  Memorial 
Hospital  and  Caldy  Manor  Hospital.  The  Queen  Victoria  Memorial 
Hospital  has  an  authorized  bed  complement  of  38.  It  is  staffed  by  the 
practitioners  of  the  district  and  by  visiting  consultants.  It  is  equipped 
for  major  surgical  work  and  has  a modern  X-ray  department. 

Caldy  Manor  Hospital  is  specialized  for  the  treatment  of  heart 
and  circulatory  conditions.  41  beds  are  provided  there,  and  there  is  a 
visiting  medical  and  consultant  staff. 

Other  hospitals  and  institutions  under  the  Board’s  management 
are  available  to  local  residents.  The  hospitals  at  Clatterbridge  still 
admit  a large  number  of  patients  from  this  area  and  others  go  to  the 
hospitals  of  Liverpool  and  Birkenhead. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  this  disease 
is  situated  at  Warrington. 

The  Children’s  Convalescent  Home,  West  Kirby,  which  has  not 
been  included  in  the  Regional  Hospital  Scheme,  provides  a number  of 
beds  for  the  emergency  treatment  of  sick  children  from  this  locality. 
This  institution  has  excellent  equipment  and  is  staffed  by  visiting 
Practitioners  and  Consultants.  It  is  provided  with  a steam  disinfector. 

A building  providing  ancillary  teaching  facilities  has  been  opened 
this  year. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

This  Act  gives  power  to  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  to  arrange  for 
removal  to  hospital  under  a Justice’s  order  aged  and  infirm  persons 
who  are  not  able  to  look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention.  Much  time  and  patience  are  needed  in 
order  to  help  these  old  people  and  a number  of  such  cases  have  been 
investigated.  Hospital  treatment  was  arranged  without  formal  pro- 
cedure under  the  Act. 

Efforts  on  behalf  of  old  people  have  been  made  by  local  voluntary 
organizations,  and  the  meals  on  wheels  service  has  continued  at  both 
Hoylake  and  West  Kirby  under  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service. 
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It  would  appear  to  be  appropriate  at  this  point  to  make  some 
mention  of  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation  for  aged  persons. 
This  year  saw  the  provision  of  two  purpose  built  blocks  of  flatlets  in 
the  centre  of  West  Kirby  adjacent  to  the  main  shopping  area.  Each 
block  provides  eleven  units  of  accommodation,  one  of  which  is  occupied 
by  a caretaker.  The  specification  is  of  a high  standard  and  the  scheme 
has  been  widely  praised.  Having  provided  accommodation  the  Council 
select  tenants  and  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  administers  the 
scheme.  Assistance  in  the  provision  of  caretaking  staff  is  given  by  the 
Cheshire  County  Council. 

Fellowship  House,  formerly  a blind  persons  home  was  recently 
altered  to  provide  eleven  units  of  accommodation,  and  this  likewise  is 
administered  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service.  Twenty  flats  and 
eight  bungalows  at  St.  John’s  Close,  and  Yeoman  Cottages  bring  the 
total  accommodation  provided  specially  for  aged  persons  to  sixty-one 
units.  In  view  of  the  high  proportion  of  aged  persons  in  a residential 
area  of  this  type  and  the  populations  trends  which  indicate  an  increasing 
number  of  aged  persons  in  the  community,  this  aspect  of  the  provision 
of  housing  accommodation  becomes  increasingly  important. 

A very  commendable  effort  in  the  provision  of  housing  accom- 
modation has  been  made  by  a voluntary  organization  known  as  the 
Abbeyfield  Hoylake  and  West  Kirby  Society  Ltd.  who  have  purchased 
a house  in  West  Kirby  and  are  in  the  process  of  converting  it  into 
six  flatlets,  with  the  aid  of  grants  from  the  Council. 

“Over  60”  or  Senior  Citizens’  Clubs  have  been  formed  and  are 
thriving  in  Melrose  Avenue,  Hoylake  and  Sandlea  Park,  West  Kirby. 
A similar  effort  under  the  aegis  of  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  has 
been  commenced  in  Newton. 


Mortuaries 

The  Public  Mortuary  which  is  owned  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  is  situated  in  Carr  Lane,  Hoylake.  The  Council  have  san- 
ctioned various  improvements  including  the  provision  of  a Patholo- 
gist’s room.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water 

The  former  water  authorities  supplying  Wirral  are  now  merged 
into  the  Wirral  Water  Board  which  took  over  the  Hoylake  Urban 
District  Council  pumping  station  and  reservoir  at  Newton  and  Grange 
and  other  distribution  systems  as  from  the  1st  October,  1963.  The 
sources  of  supply  of  the  new  board  are  the  various  wells  and  bore 
holes  of  the  constituent  authorities  at  Grange,  Newton,  Moulsworth, 
Hooton,  Prenton,  Flaybrick  etc.;  the  upland  surface  reservoir  at 
Alwen,  Denbighshire  and  water  derived  from  the  River  Dee  at  Chester 
which  is  pumped  up  at  Sutton  Hall  prior  to  distribution.  All  supplies 
are  chlorinated  and  quarterly  reports  both  chemical  and  bacteriological 
are  furnished  by  the  water  board.  These  have  been  consistently 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year.  (Report  next  year  will  record  requests 
for  more  frequent  reports  on  samples  at  source  following  phenolic  and 
chlorine  tastes  in  water.) 

The  district  distribution  is  monitored  by  the  examination  of 
samples  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  quarterly.  These  likewise 
have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

There  has  been  some  comment,  however,  regarding  chlorine  and 
other  tastes  in  the  water  from  time  to  time  and  the  water  board  are 
pioneering  a system  of  treatment. 

With  the  exception  of  a house  on  Hilbre  Island  all  permanent 
dwellings  in  the  district  have  a piped  water  supply.  A few  summer 
bungalows  at  Newton  are  served  by  two  standpipes.  The  Children’s 
Convalescent  Home,  West  Kirby,  has  an  independent  supply  from  a 
borehole  300  feet  deep  at  the  Home,  and  there  is  also  a borehole 
providing  an  adequate  supply  at  the  Deeside  Laundry,  West  Kirby. 

Particulars  of  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  and  of  the  population 
supplied  from  the  public  mains  (a)  direct  to  the  house,  (b)  by  means 
of  stand  pipes,  are  given  below: —

day. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  only  sign  of  a way  through  the  impasse  in  the  negotiations 
with  the  various  authorities  interested  in  the  question  of  re-sewering 
of  the  district  is  a decision  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  providing  a 
long  sea  outfall.  Float  tests  and  fluoresceine  tests  have  been  made 
during  the  year  by  Messrs.  Land  & Marine  and  the  report  on  the 
feasibility  of  such  a method  of  discharge  is  awaited  with  interest. 
Meanwhile  the  chronic  sanitary  nuisance  of  discharge  of  sewer 
contents  into  the  environs  of  private  dwelling  houses  in  time  of  storm 
or  prolonged  heavy  rainfall  occurs.  A number  of  householders  in  low 
lying  areas  have  been  faced  with  the  problem  of  enduring  the  dis- 
gusting mess  which  follows  the  discharge  of  sewer  contents.  In  addition 
to  the  health  hazards,  building  and  new  housing  development  in  the 
district  is  virtually  at  a standstill. 


Some  103  new  properties  have  been  connected  to  the  sewerage 
system  during  the  year.  Repair  work  to  the  main  sewerage  system  has 
been  necessary  on  the  main  sewer  near  Ferndale  Avenue,  Frankby, 
where  tree  roots  had  entered  the  sewer  through  defective  joints  and  at 
South  Road  and  Hoscote  Park,  West  Kirby,  where  cracked  pipes  had 
admitted  large  quantities  of  sand  into  the  sewerage  system,  causing 
collapse  of  the  road  surface.  A new  surface  water  sewer  has  been  laid 
at  Greasby  to  facilitate  further  development  in  the  centre  and  the 
length  of  trunk  sewer  through  the  Larton  Farm  Estate  at  Newton  has 
been  completed. 


Investigations  and  negotiations  with  adjoining  Authorities  regard- 
ing the  proposed  main  sewer  outfall  between  Meols  and  Moreton  have 
been  proceeded  with  throughout  the  year. 


Flooding  from  the  existing  Newton  Trunk  sewer  occurred  in 
April  last  and  was  particularly  bad  in  Gilroy  Road,  Greenbank  Road 
and  the  Greenhow  Avenue  areas. 


Rivers  and  streams 

During  1964,  the  Cheshire  River  Board  carried  out  extensive 
maintenance  work  on  the  River  Birket. 
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Closet  Accommodation 

Twenty-two  dwellings,  including  fourteen  which  are  occupied  as 
summer  dwellings,  are  provided  with  closets  other  than  water  closets. 


Open  Spaces 

The  District  has  some  232.5  acres  of  public  open  space. 


Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  is  collected  from  every  dwelling  house  each  week,  and  from 
certain  other  premises  three  times  each  week.  A bi-weekly  collection 
is  also  made  from  schools  and  public  institutions.

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Factories  Act,  1961 

The  only  factories  of  any  size  in  the  area  are  2 laundries,  a brick- 
works, and  an  artificial  tooth  factory  but  many  small  businesses  come 
under  the  definition  of  factory  and  as  such  are  subject  to  inspection. 
Increasing  use  is  being  made  of  the  Council’s  Carr  Lane  Industrial 
Estate  where  factories  of  varying  sizes  are  in  operation. 


Licensed  Premises 

There  has  been  a large  amount  of  building  work  during  the  year 
on  licensed  premises.  The  construction  of  two  new  buildings,  the 

‘Moby  Dick’  and  the  ‘Red  Cat’,  to  replace  the  West  Kirby  Hotel  and  the 
New  Inn,  Greasby  has  been  completed  to  provide  premises  of  a very 
high  standard.  Plans  have  been  received  to  modernise  one  of  the  two 
small  public  houses  where  sanitary  and  other  facilities  are  lacking; 
work  is  due  to  commence  early  next  year. 

The  rebuilding  and  modernisation  programme  during  the  past 
seven  years  has  resulted  in  a high  standard  of  licensed  premises  where 
only  works  of  a minor  nature  are  required  and  such  works  have  been 
readily  attended  to. 


Shops  Act,  1912  to  1950 

Inspection  of  shops  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  with 
the  exception  of  those  sections  repealed  by  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  were  carried  out  simultaneously  with 
inspections  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

110  separate  inspections  of  shops  other  than  food  premises  were 
carried  out. 

A request  by  the  National  Association  of  Multiple  Grocers  that 
the  Council  rescind  their  Order  fixing  the  weekly  half  holiday  so  far  as 
the  grocery  and  provision  trade  is  concerned  was  not  granted  following 
opposition  by  the  Hoylake  and  District  Chamber  of  Trade. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  compliance  with 
Orders  made  under  the  Shops  Act,  regarding  weekly  half-holiday  and 
Sunday  closing. 

An  Order  of  Suspension  of  closing  hours  of  shops  was  made  by 
the  Council  to  cover  the  Christmas  period. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

The  Act  requires  the  registration  of  all  premises  where  persons 
are  employed  in  excess  of  21  hours.  Of  the  440  premises  in  the  district 
to  which  the  Act  applies,  428  had  completed  the  form  of  registration 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  number  of  persons  employed  in  the 
district  was  583  males  and  1208  females. 

The  inspection  of  office  and  shop  premises  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  has  commenced  and  several  improvements  have  already 
been  effected.  The  principal  requirements  have  been  the  provision  of 
thermometers,  lack  of  supply  of  hot  water  in  premises  other  than  food 
shops,  and  the  provision  of  first-aid  equipment. 

Caravan  Sites 

The  use  of  land  for  camping  sites  is  controlled  by  the  Hoylake 
Urban  District  Council  Act,  1935  and  by  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  1960. 

One  application  was  received  for  use  of  land  as  a caravan  site — 
land  known  as  Poplar  Camp,  Mill  Lane,  Greasby. 

A licence  expiring  on  31st  December,  1964  was  issued  which 
limits  the  number  of  caravans  on  the  3J  acre  site  to  37  and  insists  on 
adequate  sanitary  facilities  and  fire  precautions. 
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Smoke  Abatement 
Clean  Air  Act 

Building  Bye-laws  made  under  Section  61  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  and  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  were  made  by 
the  Council  and  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  on  2nd  October,  1959. 

They  provide  that,  only  such  appliances  for  heating  and  cooking 
as  are  suitably  designed  for  burning  “smokeless”  fuels,  shall  be  pro- 
vided in  new  buildings. 

Further  Bye-laws  made  in  1961  deal  with  the  discharge  of  flue 
gases  into  the  atmosphere. 

Unfortunately,  whilst  people  in  the  Boroughs  receive  a grant  for 
the  conversion  of  grates,  owners  carrying  out  the  same  work  in  the 
fringe  areas  without  legal  direction  receive  no  financial  assistance, 
since  these  grants  are  only  available  where  smoke  control  orders  are  in 
operation. 

Modernization  of  grates  and  the  installation  of  central  heating  is 
being  carried  out  in  many  houses.  The  installation  of  oil  fired  central 
heating,  particularly  where  the  boiler  has  a rating  in  excess  of  55,000 
B.Th.U.’s  per  hour  has  led  to  problems  with  low  level  discharge  of 
the  products  of  combustion.  Where  possible  the  heating  engineers 
have  been  advised  to  effect  the  discharge  at  a level  above  the  eaves. 

Notifications  have  been  received  of  the  installation  of  23  boilers 
with  a rating  of  above  55,000  B.Th.U.’s  per  hour  during  the  year. 

Routine  smoke  observations  were  taken  during  the  year,  and 
following  receipt  of  complaints  action  was  taken  which  resulted  in  the 
conversion  of  the  boiler  at  the  Hoylake  Steam  Laundry  from  hard  fuel 
to  oil  firing. 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air 
and  sends  representatives  to  meetings  of  the  West  Lancashire  and 
Cheshire  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 


Alkali,  etc.,  Works  Regulation  Act 

No  complaints  regarding  offensive  smells  from  the  spin-room 
gases  at  Greenfield  Works  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  River  Dee  were 
received  during  the  year. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  are  two  open  air  swimming  baths  in  the  district  which  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Parks  and  Foreshores  Committee  of  the 
Council. 

The  Hoylake  swimming  pool  is  an  enclosed  pool  on  Hoylake 
Beach  adjacent  to  the  Promenade.  Water  which  comes  from  the  sea  at 
high  tide  is  subjected  to  a process  of  mesh  screening,  alumina  ferric 
precipitation  and  mechanical  filtration,  the  whole  of  the  contents  of 
the  bath  passing  through  twice  daily.  Continuous  automatic  chlorin- 
ation takes  place  in  a Wallace  and  Tiernan  Chlorinator,  installed  in 
1956. 

Daily  ortho  tolidine  tests  are  carried  out  by  the  Superintendent 
and  at  weekly  intervals  by  this  department.  Samples  are  submitted 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  at  intervals  during  the 
season.  Four  analyses  taken  during  the  year  were  quite  satisfactory. 

The  West  Kirby  swimming  pool  is  merely  a roped-off  area  of  the 
Marine  Lake,  provided  with  diving  boards,  dressing  and  cafe  facilities. 
The  Marine  Lake  which  covers  an  area  of  32  acres  retains  water  from 
the  Dee  Estuary  which  fills  and  replenishes  it  at  certain  states  of  the 
tide.  Two  chemical  and  four  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during 
the  season. 

Results  of  all  samples  were  reported  to  the  appropriate  Committees 
and  to  the  officials  concerned.

Schools 

There  are  2 Grammar,  1 Secondary  and  6 Primary  schools  under 
the  control  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council  with  3 controlled  C.  of  E. 
and  1 C.  of  E.  outside  County  Control.  There  are  8 private  day  schools 
and  2 boarding  schools. 

Facilities  for  the  preparation,  cooking  and  serving  of  meals  are 
provided  in  all  except  4 small  private  schools  and  are  of  a good  hygienic 
standard.  All  school  milk  supplies  are  Pasteurised. 

The  first  stage  of  the  rebuilding  of  St.  Johns  School,  Meols  has 
been  completed  and  the  rebuilding  of  West  Kirby  C.  of  E.  School  has 
finally  been  resolved  and  work  is  due  to  commence  next  year.  The 
standard  of  sanitation  in  the  remaining  schools  is  satisfactory. 

During  the  summer  a small  outbreak  of  dysentery  was  confirmed 
in  two  schools  in  Greasby.  Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  sanitary 
conveniences  and  the  outbreak  was  controlled  in  a very  short  time. 
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HOUSING

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Demolition  of  Unfit  Houses 

In  August  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  found  it  necessary  to 
report  to  the  Health  Committee  on  the  number  of  houses  which  still 
remain  occupied  in  confirmed  Clearance  Areas  and  other  houses  included 
in  official  representations,  and  as  a result  it  was  resolved  that  the 
Estates  and  Housing  Committee  be  recommended  to  deal  with  re- 
housing of  persons  in  confirmed  Clearance  Areas  as  a matter  of  utmost 
urgency.  As  accommodation  became  available  some  progress  was  made 
and  11  families  were  re-housed.  Trouble  also  ensued  owing  to  the 
difficulty  in  obtaining  uniform  demolition  of  houses  comprised  in 
Clearance  Areas  because  of  multiplicity  of  ownership  of  sites.  Resol- 
utions threatening  default  action  by  the  Council  were  passed  and  in 
the  final  analysis  it  has  been  necessary  to  apply  default  powers.  17 
houses  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

It  was  not  possible  to  proceed  with  any  further  large  scale  Clear- 
ance Procedure  as  a result  of  the  Council’s  decision  “that  no  further 
Orders  be  proceeded  with  until  arrangments  are  made  for  the  re- 
housing of  persons  affected  by  Orders  already  approved.” 

Official  representations  were  made  in  respect  of  three  individual 
unfit  houses — 1)  Carr  Farm,  Birkenhead  Road,  Aleols.  2)  Birch  Cottage, 
Birch  Heys,  Frankby  and  3)  3 Irbyside  Cottages,  Hillbark  Road, 
Frankby.  These  were  dealt  with  with  1)  by  means  of  demolition 
2)  by  means  of  an  undertaking  and  3)  by  a Closing  Order. 

Undertakings  were  completed  in  respect  of  2 The  Nook,  Frankby 
and  East  Fodge,  Barton  Road,  Hoylake. 
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HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENTS  ACT,  1954 

No  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  revoked  during  the  year. 

RENTS  ACT,  1957 

One  application  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair  has  been  received. 
There  have  not  been  any  applications  for  revocation. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  improvement  of  houses  by  means  of  Improvement  Grants 
is  continuing,  though  the  response  from  property  owners  has  been 
rather  poor.  During  the  year  Standard  Grants  were  issued  in  respect 
of  20  houses  to  a total  amount  of  .£1,642  and  Discretionary  Grants  in 
respect  of  5 houses  to  a total  amount  of  £591. 

The  Council  agreed,  in  the  light  of  Part  II  and  III  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1964,  to  make  a survey  of  a specific  area  in  West  Kirby  with  a 
view  to  enforcing  the  improvement  of  suitable  dwellings. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply 

By  virtue  of  an  Order  made  in  1955  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Milk  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1959,  only  certain  specifically 
designated  milks  are  authorised  to  be  sold  in  the  district,  and  these 
designations  are  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised. 

The  County  Council,  who  have  been  responsible  for  the  licensing 
and  supervising  of  milk  pasteurising  plants  and  sterilization  plants 
within  its  area,  have  now  taken  over  the  duty,  formerly  carried  out 
by  the  district  councils,  of  licensing  and  sampling  of  designated  milk 
from  local  distributors. 

This  Council  decided  to  exercise  its  own  powers  of  sampling  at 
present  and  the  result  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  is  given  below. 

Methylene  Blue  tests  on  11  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Farm 
Bottled  milk  were  void. 

4 complaints  were  received  in  the  department  regarding  dirty 
bottles  of  milk.  In  3 cases  the  suppliers  were  cautioned  and  the  fourth 
complaint  was  referred  to  the  Cheshire  County  Council  who  did  not 
instigate  proceedings  but  issued  a severe  caution  to  the  suppliers.

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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  this  district.  The  Council  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  existing  arrangements  are  adequate  whereby, 
home  killed  meat  is  obtained  by  butchers  who  require  it  (a)  from 
private  slaughterhouses  in  the  districts  of  Ellesmere  Port  and  St. 
Asaph,  (b)  from  public  abattoirs  at  Liverpool,  Birkenhead  and  Chester. 

Butchers  shops  now  number  21  with  7 self-service  retail  premises 
using  cutting-up  rooms  at  the  rear  where  meat  is  pre-packed  prior  to 
self-service  in  the  main  part  of  the  premises. 

The  frequency  of  visits  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year 
as  previously  and  various  improvements  in  storage,  fittings  and  equip- 
ment have  been  obtained  informally. 


Aberdeen  Typhoid  Outbreak 

Following  the  report  of  an  outbreak  of  Typhoid  in  Aberdeen  in 
June  all  food  premises  in  the  district  were  visited  to  ascertain  if  there 
were  any  stocks  of  corned  beef  bearing  the  code  numbers  of  the 
suspect  canning  factory. 

These  investigations  revealed  that  four  shops  had  small  stocks  of 
the  suspect  corned  beef  and  instructions  were  given  for  the  tins  to  be 
returned  to  the  wholesaler  pending  further  directives  from  the  Ministry.

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The  standard  of  food  premises  has  been  maintained  at  a high 
level  throughout  the  district.  Plans  submitted  for  new  buildings  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  food  trade  are  checked,  as  a matter  of 
routine,  for  compliance  with  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  rate  of  inspection  of  such  premises  has  been  reasonably 
frequent,  a total  of  927  visits  having  been  made  for  the  purpose. 

Improvement  of  vehicles  used  in  food  distribution  has  again 
engaged  the  attention  of  the  inspectors  and  the  improvement  noted 
last  year  has  been  kept  up. 

Co-operation  has  been  received  by  the  department  from  all 
sections  of  the  food  trade. 

The  number  of  complaints  (39)  regarding  the  condition  in  which 
food  was  sold  to  the  public  has  again  increased.  Each  complaint  was 
investigated  and  where  necessary  warnings  were  given  to  the  manu- 
facturer concerned.

There  are  three  local  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  on  the  register, 
two  use  the  Cold  Mix  method  of  preparation  and  the  other  produces 
soft  ice  cream  made  from  a sterilised  liquid  mix  supplied  in  airtight 
containers. 

There  are  107  dealers  on  the  register  and  6 manufacturers  outside 
the  district  supply  them. 

188  samples  of  ice-cream  and  21  samples  of  water  ices  were 
submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  and  the  results  are  tabulated  below. 

Unsatisfactory  grading  of  9 samples  of  ice  cream  were  the  subject 
of  correspondence  between  the  department  and  the  local  and  multiple 
firms  concerned.  All  samples  of  lolly  ices  were  satisfactory.

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Hospitals 

The  Neston  and  District  War  Memorial  Cottage  Hospital  was 
closed  in  March,  1964.

The  Smallpox  Hospital  for  treatment  of  cases  of  this  disease  is  at 
Warrington. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

This  Act  gives  power  to  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  to  arrange 
for  removal  to  hospital  under  a Justice’s  order  of  aged  and  infirm 
persons  who  are  not  able  to  look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not 
receiving  proper  care  and  attention.  It  was  necessary  to  exercise  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  to  remove  a person  to  hospital  for  care  and 
attention. 


Mortuaries 

There  is  no  longer  a mortuary  at  the  Neston  and  District  War 
Memorial  Cottage  Hospital.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 

Until  the  31st  September,  1963,  water  was  supplied  to  the  area 
by  two  separate  authorities;  part  by  the  Neston  Urban  District  Council’s 
own  supply  and  the  more  outlying  areas  by  the  West  Cheshire  Water 
Board.  The  Water  Authorities  in  Wirral  have  joined  forces  and  the 
newly  formed  Wirral  Water  Board  came  into  being  on  the  1st  October, 
1963.  The  new  Board  now  controls  the  Lees  Lane  Waterworks  which 
formerly  belonged  to  the  Neston  Urban  District  Council. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  although  from  time  to  time 
bitter  complaints  are  received  about  the  taste,  colour  and  odour  of  the 
water. 

The  water  scarcity  which  occurred  in  many  parts  of  the  country 
in  1959  emphasises  the  need  for  constant  review  of  the  storage  capacity 
of  reservoirs.  The  consumption  of  water  per  head  of  population  will 
increase  with  the  rise  in  living  standards  and  the  reduction  in  the 
numbers  of  houses  without  baths  and  a hot  water  supply.  Apart  there- 
fore from  increased  demand  as  the  result  of  new  building,  it  is  important 
to  recognise  and  to  plan  for  consumption  on  a scale  in  excess  of  that 
formerly  regarded  as  normal. 

Mostyn  House  School  has  a private  supply  of  water  from  an 
artesian  well  at  the  school,  and  there  is  also  an  independent  supply 
from  a deep  well  at  the  Neston  Laundry. 

None  of  the  waters  supplied  has  a plumbo-solvent  action  and  the 
Analyst’s  reports  have  revealed  no  evidence  of  contamination.

Consumption 

It  is  estimated  that  the  water  supplied  represents  a consumption 
of  approximately  40  gallons  per  head  per  day. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Sewer  extensions  are  required  to  provide  main  drainage  in  those 
parts  of  the  district  where  development  has  taken  place  resulting  in 
aggregations  of  dwellings  draining  to  private  disposal  works.  The 
nature  of  the  subsoil  and  the  absence  of  suitable  gradients  render 
deficient  the  disposal  of  the  effluents  from  these  installations,  many  of 
which  are  in  any  event  obsolete  being  of  the  so  called  “upward  flow’’ 
type. 

The  increased  consumption  of  water  is  frequently  beyond  the 
irrigating  capacity  of  the  subsoil  even  in  those  situations  in  which  a 
permeable  subsoil  is  present.

The  Council  has  recognised  the  need  to  extend  sewage  disposal 
works  to  deal  with  increasing  development  and  has  invited  tenders  for 
the  work  necessary  to  provide  adequate  treatment  facilities  for  the 
increased  volume  of  sewage. 
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Rivers  and  streams 

There  is  no  gross  pollution  of  streams.  The  district  is  not  subject 
to  serious  flooding  although  in  a few  places  after  periods  of  abnormally 
heavy  and  prolonged  rainfall  ditches  and  surface  water  drains  do  be- 
come surcharged.

In  rural  parts  of  the  district  remote  from  sewers  a few  pail  closets 
and  chemical  closets  are  in  use.  The  number  are  diminishing  year 
by  year.

Hospitals 

The  Hospitals  of  the  District,  both  Voluntary  and  Public  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Wirral  is 
in  the  area  of  the  Central  Wirral  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  hospital  at  Clatterbridge  still  admits  a large  number  of  patients 
from  this  area  and  others  go  to  the  hospitalsofLiverpooland  Birkenhead. 

The  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital,  Heswall,  accommodates 
173  patients.  It  is  the  country  branch  of  the  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s 
Hospital,  and  was  designed  originally  for  the  treatment  of  orthopaedic 
cases.  The  Hospital  admits  patients  from  this  area.  It  is  equipped  with 
a steam  disinfector. 
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The  Cleaver  Sanatorium  primarily  for  the  reception  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  now  admits  patients  with  other  chest  complaints. 

The  Maternity  Home  at  Oldfield  Way,  Heswall,  which  has  ac- 
commodation for  13  maternity  patients  is  now  under  the  management 
of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  for  treatment  of  cases  of  this  disease  is 
situated  at  Warrington. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

This  Act  gives  power  to  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  to  arrange  for 
removal  to  hospital  under  a Justice’s  order  of  aged  and  infirm  persons 
who  are  not  able  to  look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention.  Much  time  and  patience  are  needed  in 
order  to  help  these  old  people  and  a number  of  such  cases  have  been 
investigated,  and  arrangements  are  made  for  hospital  treatment  where 
necessary.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 

The  District  is  supplied  by  the  Wirral  Water  Board,  the  main 
source  of  supply  being  from  the  River  Dee  at  Chester,  the  water  being 
treated  at  Sutton  Hall. 

All  permanent  dwellings  have  a separate  piped  supply  of  water, 
standpipes  being  used  only  in  connection  with  a small  number  of 
bungalows  which  are  normally  occupied  only  during  the  summer 
months. 

The  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital  has  an  independent 
supply  from  a 300'  deep  borehole  but  in  any  emergency  water  for  use 
in  the  Hosptial  is  readily  available  from  the  public  mains. 

None  of  the  waters  supplied  has  a plumbo-solvent  action  and 
routine  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  gave  consistently 
satisfactory  results. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  of  discolouration  of 
water  supply  and  of  excessive  amounts  of  chlorine. 

Discolouration  of  the  water  supply  was  usually  caused  by  tur- 
bulence in  the  mains  as  a result  of  exceptionally  heavy  demands  for 
water  for  fire  fighting  or  for  some  similar  purpose.  Flushing  of  the 
affected  mains  invariably  removed  the  cause  for  complaint. 

The  excess  of  chlorine  which  was  noted  from  time  to  time  arose 
from  the  treatment  necessary  to  ensure  that  a polluted  river  water  was 
made  safe  for  consumption.  This  problem  continues  to  receive  the 
attention  of  the  Water  Board  and  the  Dee  and  Clwyd  River  Board.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Council’s  efforts  to  make  adequate  provision  for  the  satis- 
factory drainage  of  the  residential  areas  have  continued  and  the  Gayton 
Scheme  is  now  nearing  completion.  When  this  is  done  all  major 
improvements  will  have  been  undertaken  with  the  exception  of  the 
North  Wirral  Outfall  Sewerage  Scheme. 

In  an  effort  to  end  the  impasse  which  has  existed  for  several  years 
consultants  have  been  engaged  in  preparing  an  alternative  scheme 
which  might  be  acceptable  to  the  constituent  authorities. 

There  were  complaints  of  offensive  odours  from  the  enlarged 
Heswall  Sewage  Disposal  Works  where  improvements  are  now  in 
progress.  These  will  include  the  provision  of  sludge  digestion  tanks 
and  equipment  for  the  automatic  spraying  of  an  odour  control  com- 
pound onto  the  sludge  drying  beds. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

Seepage  from  a silage  pit  caused  gross  pollution  of  a main  stream 
and  the  farmer  responsible  took  immediate  action  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

Complaints  concerning  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  five  water 
courses  were  dealt  with  informally. 

As  building  development  has  extended  into  the  rural  areas 
problems  have  arisen  when  owners  of  land  on  both  sides  of  a water 
course  have  refused  to  accept  responsibility  for  maintaining  the  course 
in  satisfactory  condition  and  have  been  able  to  justify  this  by  reference 
to  the  deeds  of  their  property.  It  is  most  unfortunate  that  these  matters 
were  not  dealt  with  at  the  planning  stage  and  it  will  now  be  necessary 
for  the  Council  to  decide  how  the  present  unsatisfactory  situation  is 
to  be  remedied.

Refuse  Collection 

The  Council  undertakes  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  from 
domestic  premises  and  a twice  weekly  collection  from  certain  shops, 
schools  and  institutions. 

A service  much  appreciated  by  the  residents  is  also  provided  at 
a nominal  charge  for  the  removal  of  bulky  refuse  such  as  discarded 
furniture,  garden  refuse  etc. 

The  problem  of  recruiting  and  retaining  a suitable  labour  force 
for  this  type  of  work  is  becoming  more  and  more  acute  especially  in 
view  of  high  wages  being  paid  in  other  industries  for  work  of  a much 
less  arduous  nature.  It  is  impossible  to  obtain  sufficient  local  labour 
and  it  is  necessary  to  employ  men  from  Merseyside. 

In  this  popular  residential  area  the  erection  of  new  property  has 
continued  at  a comparatively  high  rate  and  to  overcome  the  increasing 
strain  on  the  existing  transport  which  consists  of  two  S.  & D.  Fore  and 
Aft  Tippers  and  a 50  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  machine,  a second  Pakamatic 
machine  has  been  ordered  and  delivery  is  expected  in  June  of  next  year. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  a small 
valley  on  Council  owned  land  off  Station  Road,  Thurstaston,  the  work 
of  levelling,  consolidating  and  covering  being  undertaken  by  one  man 
using  a Track-Marshall  55  Crawler-Tractor. 

The  Working  Party  appointed  some  four  years  ago  to  investigate 
and  report  upon  possible  solutions  to  the  problem  of  refuse  disposal  in 
the  Wirral  Peninsula  has  made  no  progress  whatsoever. 

The  Council  is  wholly  dissatisfied  with  this  negative  result  and  in 
addition  to  pressing  for  a progress  report  from  the  Working  Party  is 
considering  what  might  be  done  in  co-operation  with  other  neigh- 
bouring local  authorites  who  have  an  urgent  need  to  find  some  method 
of  dealing  with  the  problem  of  refuse  disposal. 
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Salvage 

In  this  area  the  majority  of  residents  are  very  salvage-conscious 
and  assist  by  pre-separating  any  materials  having  salvage  value.  An 
average  of  2 tons  of  paper  and  cardboard  per  thousand  of  population 
is  being  sold  each  month.  With  the  ending  of  restrictions  on  deliveries 
of  waste  paper  to  the  Mills  it  is  anticipated  that  collections  can  be 
increased  by  some  15%  during  the  coming  year.

Two  Merseyside  Youth  Organizations  have  camps  in  this  district 
where  their  members  may  pass  their  week-ends  in  pleasant  surround- 
ings. 

Permanent  buildings  are  provided  for  administration,  catering  and 
sanitary  services  but  the  sleeping  accommodation  is  rather  restricted 
and  is  augmented  by  tents  during  the  summer  months. 

In  addition,  there  are  four  sites  licensed  for  the  seasonal  use  of 
trailer  caravans.

Smoke  Abatement 

The  Council  is  a member  of  both  the  National  Society  for  Clean 
Air  and  the  West  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Regional  Smoke  Abatement 
Committee. 

Building  byelaws  ensure  that  all  new  dwellings  have  approved 
smokeless  fuel  appliances. 

Routine  observations  were  made  of  smoke  emission  from  non- 
domestic chimneys  and  on  occasions  an  excessive  amount  of  smoke 
was  emitted  from  the  boiler  house  chimney  at  the  Royal  Liverpool 
Children’s  Hospital.  Investigations  disclosed  that  this  inefficient  com- 
bustion was  caused  by  defects  in  the  plant  and  these  were  quickly 
remedied. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

This  district  has  no  public  swimming  bath  but  exploratory  talks 
are  taking  place  with  the  adjoining  local  authority  concerning  the 
provision  of  a swimming  bath  to  serve  both  districts. 

A boy’s  camp  and  a boy’s  boarding  school  both  have  private 
swimming  baths,  the  former  being  equipped  for  the  filtration  and 
chlorination  of  water. 

Samples  of  the  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination and  the  results  were  generally  satisfactory.
